Developments in the foreign debt situ- 
ation abroad today were regarded by 
observers here as likely to have the 
effect of seriously complicating the 
forthcoming negotiations for funding 
the debts of France and Italy to the 
Jnited States. 

While officials were loathe to go 
too far in discussing the new problem 
disclosed today, it plainly was evident 
that they expect France to bring pres- 
sure for terms with the United States 
similar to those granted by Great 
Britain. But France, it may be said 
on official authority, will be told that 
she owes the United States more than 
she owes Great Britain, and that the 
annual payments must be greater. 

Lacking a full official outline of 
the tentative settlement between 
France and Great Britain, officials 
here were somewhat mystified to- 


‘night by press reports, disclosing that 
‘it was definitely hinged on the agree- 


ment to be arranged for funding of 
the Franco- -America® debt.

Man Who Posed as Dead Hero 


3 ROBERT E. ST. CLAIR AGAIN FREE MAN 


Given Freedom From Prison 


Robert E. St. Clair, prisoner in the 
Atlanta federal penitentiary who last 
year was principal in one of the most 
amazing cases of mistaken identity on 
record when he posed as Urban Jvhn 
Bergeron, Menaha, Wis., war hero 
slain in France, and was hailed as 
their son by Bergeron’s parents, has 
gained his freedom. 

This fact became known Wednes- 
day, when it was learned that St. 
Clair was freed. on recommendation 
of a parole board which met here in 
July, and is spending his last days 
in a western state. 

St. Clair ig suffering from the last 
stages of tuberculosis and is not ex- 
| pected to live another month, accord- 
in to reports. He was freed by a 
special order of Attorney General J. 
G. Sargent, after recommendation of 
the board. 

The prisoner, who perpetrated one 
of the biggest frauds ever attempted 
in an effort to spend his last days in 
luxury, was suffering from the disease 
at the time he pretended he was the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. F. W. Berger- 
on. who was killed in France. 


He maintained his position in the 


face of repeated claims that he was 
not the son, and did not recede from 
his contention until he was confront- 
ed by Mrs. Stella Emmerich, Berger- 
on’s sister, with documentary evidence 
showing he was in state institutions 
during the war. 

He then admitted he had posed as 
the son of the aged cvuple in order 
that he would not have to spend his 
last days in another prison in Cali- 
fornia, where he was wanted for rob- 
bery. 

Prison gates yielded to the dread 
disease and California authorities 
agreed to nol-pros charges they had 
launched against St. Clair if the gov- 
ernment would recommend him for 
parole. This was arpanged. and the 
man was paroled in custody of his 
real mother, who waited at the gates 
of the Atlanta prison for her boy. 

St. Clair defied authorities and 
claimed repeatedly that he was [er- 
geron. He said he was in the service, 
and was not killed, as was reported, 
but got into trouble and did not 
want his parents to know of his con-

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IN NORMAN SINKING 


Washington, August 26.—(/)—Re- 
sponsibility for sinking of the steamer 
Norman in the Mississippi river last 
May 8 has been placed upon “nearly 
all officials and employees directly 
connected with the boat and its oper- 
ations.” 

A special report of the disaster, in 
which 25 lives were lost, made public 
today by Major General 
chief of army engineers, cited a num- 
ber of contributing causes which led 
to capsizing of the vessel during an 
inspection tour of government prop- 
erties along the river. 

The tow boat, purchased by the 
Mississippi river commission January 
15, turned over while its commander 
was attempting to run it aground to 
prevent sinking. 

Prior to the accident, the report 
said, the boat gave no reason for be- 
lief that its construction was defec- 
tive; and as weather and current con- 
ditions were not abnormal at. the 
time, the cause of the accident conse- 
quently rested upon some unusual con- 
dition under which this particular 
trip was made, 

The investigation disclosed, the re- 
port added, that responsibility for the 
accident involved “nearly all” of the 
the boat's 
operation and “therefore fixation of 
responsibility in appropriate degree 
upon individuals cannot now . be 
done.” 

The board of inquiry declared ade- 
quate inspection of the ship apparent- 
ly had not been made prior to the 
trip, and that the small crew of. men, 
which necessitated the master also 
serving as pilot, prevented the com- 
mander from giving personal super- 
vision to the operation of the ship.

‘The above-mention- 
el Senegambian iuforms his Berlin 
readers that the Riff musketry fire is 
simply devastating. “They never fire 
a cartridge unless they are absolutely 
sure that it will bring down a man. 
While our troops are wasting tons 
and tons of ammunition shooting away 
aimlessly into the night.” The sharp- 
shooting abilities of these Riffians 
are especially perilous for the French 
airmen. Several avions have been 
brought down in that way and when 
an airman falls in the hands of the 
enemy, they promptly burn out his 
stomach.

The doctors 40 years ago 
scarcely knew these paranasal sinuses 
existed; they just began to recognize 
such air spaces and to suspect that 
the lining membrane was susceptible 
to inflammatory conditions 30 years 
ago; they. began timidly exploring the 
sinuses and relieving some atrocious 
cases of misdiagnosed “neuralgia” 20 
years ago; they accepted paranasal 
sinusitis as a routine every day “on 
dition 10 years ago; they have now 
mastered the diagnosis and treatment 
of this modern affliction, in infants. 


‘children and adults. 


l refer to sinusitis as “modern” 
advisedly. It occurred often enough 
in bygone days, even though! it was 
not recognized. But I believe one is 
justified by the observations and 
studies of ‘scientific workers in assum 
ing that this condition is actually in- 
creasing in prevalence, and in aserib- 
ing the greater frequency of paranasai 
sinusitis today to our ultrarefined <liet, 
particularly the deficiency of vitamin 
in the excessively “purified” or re- 
fined diet inflicted’ upon the child, and 
specifically the absence of an adequate 
amount of the fat soluble vitamin A 
in the diet of the infant or young 
child. 

Little tots was paranasa: sinusitis 
usually do not have headache or head 
pain, as do adults with this trouble, 
but they usually sneeze a great deal.

TAX VARIES Accoroine ro Heirs 


New York, August 26.—An evidence 
of thé change that has coma over the 
spirit of congress is found in the lat- 
Leia proposals respecting an_ inheri- 
| tance tax. Last year adininistrative 


supporters had difficulty in keeping 
out of the tax bill an inheritance tax 
levy far more drastic than the exist- 
ing measure. Now the proposal is 
being put forward to do away with 
the federal inheritance tax altogether. 

@£ course this tax is really not an 
inheritance tax, but an estate tax. 
There is a difference. The inheritance 
tnx is levied against each particular 
inheritance or bequest. The estate tax 
is levied against the estate regardless 
of the number of heirs. Our present 
federal tax is of the latter varicty. 

Now it is beginning to dawn on 
legislaters that, whatever one’s views 
of the principles underlying the tax, 
the fact remains that in our form of 
government with every state making 
its own rules of taxtion it is quite 
possible that inheritances may be sub- 
jected to multiple taxation of such a 
serious character that no rich man 
will take a chance on leaving his es- 
tate subject to it. 

That is exactly what has happened. 
There are lots of tax laws reaching 
out for estates. But when the tax 
gatherer gets to work he finds that 
the deceased has so contrived his for- 
tune that it has wriggled away from 
the levy. 

At present four and five states may 
all demand taxes in certain kinds of 
estates. This is multiple taxation with 
a vengeance. Now in order to take 
ithe federal government out of this 
| scramble for the deceased's effects, it 
‘is being urged that the federal estate 
tax be repealed. Probably this will 
not be practicable. But the agitation 
may offer an opportunity for bringing 
about the correction of the present 
statute. 

I would suggest a federal inheri- 


tance, not an estate tax, in which the 
rates would be carefuliy worked out. 


Then I would provide, that where an 
inheritance tax is-due the state as 
well, the sum thus paid should be 
deducted from the sum to be collected 
by the government. This should be 
‘effective only up to a_ certain per- 
centage of the federal tax. But I 
‘would provide that the tax paid the 
‘state would not bé deducted from the 


(sum due the federal government un- 


less the inheritance tax law of the 
state conformed to a single system 
of taxation; that is, a system ex- 
cluding the multiple feature. This

Possibility that the bureau of mar- 
kets will receive the full $100,000 a 
year 3ought in the general appropria 
tions bill in spite of the action of the 
legislature in cutting the appropriation

Bureau Chief 
Must Pass Exam 


Washington, August 26.—(/)— 
Thomas P. Cooper, dean of the college 
of agriculture of the University of 
Kentucky, will be required to stand 
a civil service examination before he 
can be permanently installed as chief 
of the bureau of agricultural econom- 
ics, to which he has been appointed 
by Secretary Jardine ‘to sveceed Henry 
C. Taylor. 

This requirement, which was made 
known today by the civil service com- 
mission, is regarded in department 
of agriculture circles, however, as 
more of a formality than an “open 
competitive examination” to select an 
application for the post. Mr. Cooper 
will, not be subjected to the assembled 
civil service examination, commonly 
used in selecting government officials, 
but will be rated on the basis of his 
own statements as to his training, 
experience and general fitness. 

Abrupt ,termination, August 15, of 
Mr. Taylor’s venture as chief of the 
bureau, at the request of Secretary 
Jardine, has been followed by threats 
of congressional inquiry. Today’s 
announcement, however, made no men- 
tion of this incident, and since Sec- 
retary Jardine has chosen Mr. Coop- 
er for the appointment, and in view of 
the nature of the position, officials of 
the department see little prospect of 
any difficulty in placing him perman- 
ently in the office. 

Civil service examination for a) bu- 
reau chief is not unusual. In ‘some 
cases examination has been averted 
by obtaining an executive order re- 
moving the office from civil service 
jurisdiction, but Secretary Jardine has 
disclosd no intention of recommending 
this course with respect to Mr. Cooper.
